Place has been arreated and taken to
Rockville.

Morrison is a son ol Alexander Mor¬
rison, sr., a clerk in the Pension Office.
Mr. Morrison, sr., is said to be wealthy
and owns considerable property in
Woodmont, near Wssbiogton. His son

is also well to do, aud has jost erected a

handsome house there.

Mig. (ringi._ shook banda with the
jurors. Juror Thomas Mackey the old¬
est man on the psnel said: "Now be a

good girl, Ella. Go I ack to your home
in Ireland and be a good girl."
The girl nodded her head and turned

away. c. he said abe wai goirg to tell her
story to tbe grand jury. When reminded
that tbe jury bad raid that it did not be¬
lieve ber story, she appeared a little
discomfited.

Five ballots were taken by .he jury.
The first was eight for acquittal and four
for couviction. Those voting for convic¬
tion did so mainly from their belief that
the girl's stories of tbe weird outrages
committed against her were untrue. Tbey
were won over to acquittal by tbe addi¬
tion to the verdict of the clause exonerat¬
ing Miss Barrette.

LIEUTENANT SUTTON'!*'. DEATH.
Tbe special inquiry into the causes of

the death of Lieutenant Sutton on Octo¬
ber Hi, 11)07, was begun at the Naval
Academy at Annapolis yesterday, when
Lieutenant Adams gave a dramatic re¬

cital ol the death ot the lieutenant be¬
fore tbe board of inquiry. Adams en¬
acted the tragedy before the court acd
witb a model showed how Sutton died,
while tbe Bister of the officer looked on.

The witness said Sutton shot himself.
Au old debt and charge of cowardice it
was Btated were the cause of the quarrels.
Lieutenants Osterman and Sutton it was
stiled, fought first aod that Sutton
threatened to shoot all hands. The of¬
ficers tben went after their guns. Adams
had Sutton down with his face in the
earth when Sutton waa shot.
That personal feeling existed between

Sutton jr. and one or more of his fellow
officers of the marine corps and that a

quarrel preceded the fatal affray that
ended in Sutton's death, was one of the
chief developments before the beard of
icquiry.
MANUFACTURERS THREAT.
A thinly veiled threat, to deprive the

city of Lynn, Mais., of its ch ief industry,
that of shoe manuacturing, is made in a

statement issued yeaterday from the
office of the Lynn Shoe Manufacturers'
Association, which includes practically
all of the manufacturers in the city.
The statement characterizes the alleged

domination of the shoe industry by the
laboring organizitions as "undue inter¬
ference" and says the Lynn shoe manu¬

facturer has ceased to be master of bis
establishment.

After declaring that labor conditions
are so increasing the cost of production
and outside competition is so keen that
Lynn is losing much of its former shoe
trade aod that the Lynn manufacturers
can make little profit, the statement con¬

tinues:
"It is hardly to be expected that Lyon

shoe manufacturers will stay in Lyon
and invest tbeir money io shoe manu¬

facturing wheo they cannot see aoy-
thing but failure before tbem."
